This was a very merry Councel, 
and much of that jolly humour of the Great Cham of 7:riary,who 
when he hath dined,commands his Trumpeters to ſound and make 
Proclamation, that now all other Kings and Princes may fit down 
to dinner. | 

2. Under Pope John the 23. was another Councel holden at 
Rome, where when they were ſat, behold an ugly and dreadfull} 
Owl flew to and fro inthe Councel with her evil-tavour'd voice, 
and ſtanding upon a beam, ſtared directly the Pope in the face.| 
This put the whole Company ina great affright, to ſee the night- 
bird which is wont to abide no light, how he ſhould in the mid-day 
come in the face of ſuch a multitude. But the Pope himſelf was 


moſt troubled to ſee the Owl look ſo ſtedfaſtly on him, and taking 
t tobe ominous he diſſolved the Councel for the preſent, after 
that followed another Scſſion, in which the Owl ( although ſhe 
was not ſummoned to appear ) was again preſent, looking ſted- 
faſtly upon the Pope, and would not ſtir fromthe place where ſhe 
fat notwithſtanding their ſhouts and hallowings, untill with bats 
and ſtroaks of the ſticks that were thrown at her, ſhe fel! 
down dead beforethem all. Certainly the Pope was much to 
blame to have the Owl killea, ſince he might have made a fit 
Preſident for the Councel.

Hugh was Lord thereof, who going to Warfare in 
the Holy Land, was there taken Priſoner, and fo

thu Story of walking on the Sea, i as true as we Proverbialy ſay, 
that the Candle burns in the Sea ; but you muſt conceive that he 
wore Cork+-ſhoos, and your Faith muſt be as light 3s Cork 70 be= 
lieve the Miracle. 

3. At Boxley in Kent was a ſhort Statue of St. Rumwald ſer up 
in the Church contrived by the Prieſts ( as was ſaid) to try womens 
Chaſtities, but indeed to fill their own Purſes; for ſuch who paid 
the Prieſts well might eaſily remove it, being ſmall, hallow, and 
light, and thoſe who could remove ir were accounted very honett ; 
bur ſuch who gave the Prieſt nothing might Tug at it till their 
hearts ake't, tor it would not ſtir; Now the contrivance of the 
Cheat was this, that it was faſtened with a pin of wood by an in- 
vitble Stander-behind, which by ordering of the pin would either 
moye or be fixed at their pleaſure.

Much like is Recorded of St. Wilfrid; needle, a place in York-

aroſe out of his Grave, went without the compaſs of the Church- 
yard, and there ſtood {till during the time of Maſs, which being 
finiſhed, St. Auguſtine went to him, and ſaid, 1 command thee 
in the name of God, that thou tell me who thou art: to whom he 
made anſwer, I was Patron of this place in the time of the Britains;

 andeven to his laſt a very wicked man, which oecaſioned me to 


Excommunicate him ( Bluſþ Reader at the impudence of theſe Mon- 
kiſh writers, for they are ſo ſhameleſs as not to bluſh themſelve, 
who can make ſinfull men to raije the dead at their pleaſure, and 
this forſooth cone by the vertue of their Maſs ) But to proceed, 
Augufine rephed, Brother, thou knoweſt God us mercifull (ye, 
more mercifull than the Pope) therefore we muſt have pity on 
this miſerable creature, who is the imhge of God, and redeemed 
with his Blood, having ſo long, endured the pains of Hell, Where- 
upon delivering to him a Scourge, he kneeled down, and craving 
AbGturion with Tears, had it granted; and ſo by St. Auguſtine 
command returning to his Grave again, was immediately reſolved 
to duſt, ( or elſe the ftory lies) Then ſaid St. Auguſtine to the 
Prieft, How long haſ? thou been Buried?

by the Devil? But then the Pricit began to be angry, as well he

quiet, as to bring me back to the troubleſome lite of this world.

If you will believe them, they ſay, that being by him thus 
fanctihed, the ſound of them doth drive Devils out of the Air, 
clearcth the syes, thaſeth away ſtorms and tempeſts, quencheth 
fires, and gives comfort to all the Dead ( but to none but thoſe 
that hear them, to whom they arc very ſweer Muiick ) and if you 
will not believe the Pope, the Bells themſelves will tell ye, being 
rung to this Ture. 

Behold our uſes are not ſmall, 
That God to praiſe Aflemblies call ; 
That break the Thunder, 'wail the Dead, 
And cleanſe the Air of Tempeits bred ; 
With fear keep off the Fiends of Hell, 
And all by vertue ot our Knell, 
The Bell that is to be Baprtiz2d, is ſo hanged that it may be 


waſhed within and without. Then in comes the Biſhop in his Epil- - 


copal Robes, attended hy one of his Deacons, and ſitting by the 
Bell in his Chair faith with a loud voice, the Fo.

cth a Crols on it with his Right-thumb dipped in Hallowed oyl 


( Chriſm they call it ) and then prayeth over it. His 1 
hniſhed he wipeth ont that Croſs, and having ſaid over r 
Pſ[alm, he draweth on it with the ſame oyl, 7 other Crolles, 

danttif getur & conſacretur,Domine,Campana iſta, in nom 
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After another Prayer the Biſhop taketh the Cenſour, and putting 
4nto it Myrrh and Frankincenſe ſetteth it on fire, and putteth ie 
under the Bell, that it may receive all the fume of it. This being 
done, the 76 Pſalm read, and ſome other Prayers repeated, the 
Bell hath received his wholc and entire Baptiſm, and is from thenee 
forth very fit andable to Ring out Ding, Dong, Dong. 

Theſe Bells had commonly the name of ſome Saint or other, 
given unto them in their Baptiſm; as for example of the Pariſh 
Church of Vixnington in Bedfordſhire, whole names are caſt about 
theVerge of every one in particular,with theſe riming Hexameters,

who then can doubt of the truth thereof when it is atteſted bytyy j 


ſuch Witneſles ? 

Upon our Lady-Day in Lent is hanged before the Quire of the 
faid Church,a Cloth that our Lady made her ſelf, where ir hangeth 
till the day other Aſſumption,now as many times as a man behold 
ethit,he hath 400 years of Pardon. Theretore fince the Pope afford; 
you ſuch dog-cheap rates, and Rebin-Hoods penny-worths, couid 
2 man be but perſuaded of the truth of it, who would leave them- 
ſelves a Groat to purchaſe it ? 

Alſo before the Qujre door ſtand two Iron Croſſes, who fo 
kiſfeth thoſe Croſſes hath 5oo years of Pardon, or elſe two kiſſes 
for his labour. 

In the Church of St. Croſs, or St. Crucis in Rome, there was 
as many Relicks as I think would fill a Dung-cart; as firit, the

There is alſo the 
Spunge by which was given our Saviour Vineger and Gall todrink, 
but how they came by it I ſuppoſe they know not : lik-wiſe one 
of the Nails wherewith Jeſus was nailed to the Croſs, and a part 
of the Block upon which Fohn the Baptiſt had his head fimitten 
off ; but what became of the other part, I ſuppoſe neither they 
nor I do know. There is alſo two Arms, the one of St. Peter, 
the other of St. Par; but whether they be their Right arms or 
their Left arms I know not. There is alſo a great part of one of 
the Croſſes, on which ſuffered one of the Thieves that was Cru- 
cified with Chriſt; but before thau worſhip it ( Reader ) I adviſe 
thee ro know whether it be the Croſs of the good Thief or the bad 
one. There is likewiſe the Title which was put upon the head ot 
the Croſs, written in Hebrew, Greek and Latine. To the vifuig

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of all which Relicks there is by the Pope granted very great Par- 
don; and do not think, ye zealous Catholicks,but ye ſhall recieve 
it, for who can imagine that your Holy Father will dodge with his 
beloved Children ? 

In the Church of Saint Mary Mayor, there ye have the. very 
Cradle that Jeſus lay in, (I ſuppoſe that in other places they have 
gl the reſt of the Virgin Maries Houſhold-ſtuff) there is alſo 
hgrcar deal of our Ladies Milk, and a piece of the Holy Croſs, but 
if all the pieces which are ſhown for it were put together, it would 
break S$i770n of Cyrenias's back to bear it; there is alſo the Re- 
licks of ſeveral Saints, of ſome an Arm, and f ſome a Leg, of ſome 
a Noſe, and of ſome an Eye, for the Papiſts mangle the Saints 
bodies, as pitifully as the Hangman doth the Body of a Traytor 
at his execution, making one Saint ſometimes to have 3 or 4 Arms, 
and another 5 or 6 Legs ; and therefore ye are debred to beware 
of Counterteits : For in Germany once the bones of a ſuppoſed Se. 
vere Worſhipped, which in concluſion, upon examination proved 
the bones of a Thief, who was Canonized at the Gallows. 

When the Church of St. Fohn Latteran was Hallowed by Pope 
Silveſter, he gave thereto as many years of Pardon as it rained 
drops of water that day ; the Pope was then ina bountifull humour, 
for it rained fo fait that no man ſaw a greater rain before ; where- 
fore he was in great doubt{as well he might )whither he had ſo much 
power or no ; but(as the ſtory lies)there came a voice from Heaven 
and faid,Sz/; veſter, thou haſt power enough to do it. And therefore 
at any time it a man come to St. Fohn Latterans he is quit of all 
his ſins ; and if you will now go to Hell, when you may be Saved 
for ſuch a trifling buſineſs, you may walk along,no body will ſtay ye.
